OF SHANGHAT BY REDS Shanghai, according to RANDALL GOULD, former editor of the Shanghai 
Evening Post and Mercury, who addressed 50 OPC members and guests 
at a luncheon at Rosoff's Restaurant on January 25. "The authorities were behind labor's 
demands," GOULD stated, "and the new government refused to set up standards by which we could 
negotiate." After continued harrassing by union leaders, GOULD wrote an article pointing out 
difficulties facing foreign concerns due to government inactivity. At 2:50 PM on June HUES 
labor spokesman demanded the story be killed. GOULD deciared the story would stand. And 

the Evening Post has never since appeared in Shanghai, GOULD and his associates aiso were 
plagued by monetary difficulties. "Inflation became so bad", he said, "that finally it 

took 6 quadrillion Chinese dollars, which once had surpassed the American dollar in value, 

to equal an American dollar." GOULD also related an incident in which he and his wife were 
besieged in their apartment by workers. Next day the Red-dominated Chinese press stated 

his wife, Dorothy, was responsible for injuring four of them. ("It would have been pretty 
difficult", she said, "because I was clad in a blue chiffon nightgown at the time") Never- 
theless, GOULD was forced to make an official published apology for the "attack."
